Justice at last for Sam Hallam 

A HOXTON man was freed from prison after seven years 
when Appeal Court judges quashed a murder conviction. 
Sam Hallam was just 1 8 when found guilty of the murder 
of trainee chef Essayas Kassahun, 21 , who died after being 
attacked in Clerkenwell in October 2004. 

Sam maintained he was never at the scene and his case 
was taken up by miscarriage of justice campaigners. 

After being freed, Sam, now 24, read a statement outside 
the court: “I don’t want anyone else ever to suffer what 
I’ve been through since 2004. The identification evidence 
against me was so unreliable that it should have never 
been put to jury.” 

The conviction was overturned in the light of fresh evidence 
relating to his alibi and identification. The court heard that 
police had failed to check the alibi as well as crucial CCTV 
footage and mobile phone data. Witnesses who placed him 
at the scene were also found to be unreliable. 

The hearing had been due to last two days, but Sam was 
told he was to be freed immediately after the prosecution 
stated they would not oppose the appeal. 

Shouts of ‘justice’ from his 
supporters rang around the court 
as the conviction was quashed 
on 17 May. 

Of the seven people originally 
charged in connection with the 
murder, only Sam and another 
man, Bullabeck Ringblong, were 
convicted.

T HE Times said we’re 
‘taking on Hay 
festival’, we’ve been 
featured in ‘Time 
Out’, and ‘Londonist’ 
called us the festival that 
‘throws its pretensions into 
a skip’ - the last one’s my 
favourite,” reveals 
Liz Vater, Stoke 
Newington Literary 
Lestival (SNLL) founder. 

Indeed, in three years the 
festival is gaining ground as 
one of the biggest little book 
fairs in London. The likes of 
Owen Jones, Stewart Lee, 
Shappi Khorsandi, Darcus 
Howe, Tony Benn and Jon 
Ronson have led talks or 
readings in the past. “We’re 
rubbing shoulders with the 
big guns,” Liz says proudly. 

During the Jubilee 
weekend, 1-3 June, the 
festival will take over 
libraries, landmarks and 
other venues across N16 
to celebrate the area’s 
literary heritage. 

Liz, a marketeer by trade 
and long-time resident, is 
clearly passionate about 
books, she has 2,000 in 
her collection, with regular 
top-ups from charity 
shops. “I vowed to use 
Stoke Newington Library 
more, to help keep it more 
manageable,” she says. 

Her fervour for words 
is all the more evident at 
time of interview when she 
admits to being dosed up 
on coffee, whilst talking 
passionately: “I was 
wandering around literary 
festivals when I got the idea: 
‘why aren’t people doing 
this in Hackney?’ There 
are so many writers and so 
much local talent here. And 
Stoke Newington has such 
a history of radicals: Edgar 
Allen Poe, Daniel Defoe. 


The area was a home for 
writers and rabble-rousers. 
Plus -and not to attack 
other literary festivals too 
much - some just come 
across as pompous.” 

SNLF is ‘gritty’ in 
comparison, she adds. 

This year, it mixes local 
writers like Joe Dunthorne, 
performers including 
Salford-born ‘punk poet’ 
John Cooper Clarke, and 
comedians Danny Wallace, 
Josie Long and Simon Day. 
There are also debates 
about last year’s riots, 
media reform and the future 
of books. 

A strong Turkish and 
Kurdish strand runs 
throughout, led by a 
showing of short film 
‘Kingsland’ written and 
directed by screenwriter 
and resident Tony Grisoni, 
whose other screenwriting 
credits include ‘Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas’. 

The festival also develops 
projects with surrounding 
community groups, schools 
and literary groups across 
the borough. 

“The festival is not just 
about bestselling authors, 
it’s showing stories that are 
culturally relevant. You 
can’t have a festival without 
reflecting the things around 
you,” Liz says. 

Is there anything she’s 
looking forward to? “I want 
to see everything - and I 
know I won’t see anything. 
I’ll probably just spend the 
whole event wandering 
around with a clipboard,” 


Liz laments. “But I really 
want more people to be 
inspired to write through the 
festival. It would be great for 
SNLF to grow not in size, 
but in influence.” 

Liz and most of her staff 
work for free. “I do it for the 
love of it,” she says. “It’s a 
huge amount of work, but 
we’ve managed to build 
momentum and have a 
fantastic team of volunteers 
who are very generous with 
their time and energy.” 

Another nod goes to 
the borough’s libraries: 

“I’ve got to thank them - 
we are working on some 
exciting projects together 
to get more people joining 
libraries,” she says. Her 
enthusiasm continues: “One 
of Hackney’s librarians, 
Richard Boon, is the 
coolest - he managed The 
Buzzcocks. He’ll be doing 
two music-related events 
that will raise the roof. And 
he’s the local librarian,” 
she exclaims. 

Her own history saw 
Liz get her first marketing 
job in 1987, and launch 
her first business aged 26. 
She now freelances as a 
communications consultant. 
The conversation turns to 
the future of books. 

“The industry is going 
through a huge amount of 
change, but I’m confident 
great writing will always 
have a place in people’s 
hearts,” she says.

Made in Chelsea 


A BOROUGH-wide 
gardening group 
has launched 
an exciting 
community street 
gardening project as part 
of the Chelsea Fringe. 

The first ever fringe - 
independent of the RHS 
Chelsea Flower Show 
- began on 19 May and 
takes place over three 


weeks at a host of different 
venues and settings across 
London. The idea is to give 
people the opportunity 
to express themselves 
through the medium of 
plants and gardening. 

In Hackney, the De 
Beauvoir Gardeners’

Hackney dog owners bark up the wrong tree 


THE Council is urging 
dog owners to stop their 
pets biting and scratching 
tree trunks, causing 
irreversible damage. 

Over the past couple of 
years, Hackney has seen 
an increase in the numbers 
of trees stripped of their 
bark by dogs. As well as 
allowing their pets to bite 
the trunks, some owners 
also pull down branches 
for the dogs to play with, 


breaking the branches. 

Once this happens the 
tree is at risk of dying 
because the sap cannot 
flow from the roots to feed 
the leaves and shoots. 

Large wounds in the 
trunk also make a tree 
vulnerable to infection 
which can weaken, or 
even kill it. Because of this 
problem, a large number 
of trees have had to be 
removed and replaced at 


huge cost to the Council. 

The problem is apparent 
in parks throughout the 
borough, but Hackney 
Downs has been 
particularly affected. As a 
result the Council fenced 
in 29 trees in Hackney 
Downs last year, and put 
up posters advising people 
of the problem. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 


Culture, said: “Some 
dog owners may believe 
they are doing their pet 
good by ‘exercising’ their 
jaws, teeth or claws, and 
not realise the long term 
damage they are doing to 
the trees. 

“As well as affecting

World Wildlife Fund pledge 

THE Council has boosted its environmental credentials by 
signing a World Wildlife Fund (WWF) pledge to only buy 
timber and wood-derived products from sustainable and 
legal sources. 

The ‘What Wood You Choose?’ initiative was developed 
following a WWF survey which found that 84 per cent of UK 
citizens think their local authority should commit to only using 
wood products - such as paper, furniture, fencing and doors - 
from recycled and certified sources. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet Member for Crime, Sustainability and 
Customer Service, said: “We’re pleased to sign up to this pledge, 
which builds on work the Council is already doing to ensure we 
obtain any timber products from a certified sustainable source 
so that we protect forests. ” 

From next March, a new EU 
regulation will mean that 
anyone bringing forestry 
products into the UK market 
will have to prove where it’s 
come from and that it isn’t 
illegal.

New dementia 
facility opens

A N assessment unit 
for residents with 
advanced dementia 
has opened at Mile 
End Hospital. 

Columbia Ward is the 
new in-patient dementia 
assessment unit run 
by East London NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

It replaces a similar 
service previously 
offered at Larch Lodge 
in Hackney. The purpose 


of in-patient assessment 
is to provide an accurate 
diagnosis and develop 
a management plan to 
enable the individual 
to return home with 
treatment and practical 
support. 

If this is not possible, 
the team will work with 
patients and their carers 
to consider alternative 
care options. People can 
be referred to Columbia 


Ward via their GP or a 
psychiatric assessment. 

There are as many as 
1,500 people in Hackney 
with dementia, according 
to the Alzheimer’s Society. 
The charity aims to 
raise the profile of the 
disease during Dementia 
Awareness Week, from 20 
to 26 May, with stalls at 
Tesco, in Morning Lane, 
between 10am and 3pm, 
on 23 May; and Homerton 
hospital, between 10am 
and 3pm, on 24 May.

Residents encouraged to test for diabetes 


AROUND 3,200 people in 
Hackney and the City have 
Type 2 diabetes but don’t 
know it, according to a 
national charity. 

Diabetes UK is 
highlighting the risks 
of Type 2 diabetes and 
encouraging residents to 
make lifestyle changes. 

The condition develops 
when not enough insulin is 
produced in the body and 
glucose - a type of sugar 


- builds up in the blood 
instead of being broken 
down into energy. 

Being overweight, aged 
40 or over (or over 25 
for black and south Asian 
people), or having a 
relative with obesity 
increases the risk of getting 
the condition. 

It’s important for people 
to seek advice if they are 
experiencing diabetes 
symptoms which include 


urinating more often - 
and especially at night, 
increased thirst, extreme 
tiredness, unexplained 
weight loss, genital itching 
or regular episodes of 
thrush, slow healing of 
cuts and wounds and 
blurred vision.

Opinions sought on Stamford 
Hill clinics’ walk-in services 

RESIDENTS’ views are being sought on a proposal to end 
walk-in services at Tollgate Lodge and Springfield health 
centres in Stamford Hill. 

The move would allow 9,600 extra people to register at the 
clinics and improve services to those already on the books, 
according to NHS North East London and the City. 

The trust found residents tend to use the walk-in sessions 
because they find it difficult to register with a GP, or get an 
urgent appointment. 

Dr May Cahill, medical director for NHS North East London 
and the City, said: “Our plan is to make it easier to register 
and to get those appointments. People using the walk-in 
service often have not registered with a GP. A better level 
of care can be given to people who are signed on with a GP 
practice that knows your individual health needs.”

J UNE is Gypsy Roma 
Traveller History 
Month, and to mark 
this the Archives 
have taken a look back 
at the role this community 
has played in the history 
of Hackney over the past 
five centuries. 

Like many incomers to 
London, Irish travellers and 
English Romany gypsies 
came here for work. From 
the 1700s onwards they 
moved around the Lea 
Valley, camping 
together in 
traditional 
stopping 
places 
such as 
Hackney 
Marshes. 

Their 

presence in 
Hackney was 
captured in the 
1871 census, which 
lists families named Lee 
and Phillips living in 
‘Gypsey tents’. 

Although mainly 
seasonal agricultural 
workers, their skills also 
included basket caning, 
hawking, tin smithing, 
pot mending and as street 
entertainers. Later, they 
took on casual contracted 
work in the construction 
trade; docks; recycling; 
and markets. 

Today these traditional 
means of making a living 
are no longer viable, and 
some of their descendants

have moved into houses or 
married non-gypsies. 

After the Second World 
War, greater planning 
controls meant the loss 
of stopping places, and 
evictions were common. 

Campaigning resulted 
in the 1968 Caravan 
Act requiring all local 
authorities to provide 
official sites for travellers. 

Hackney was one of the 
last boroughs to build an 
official site, but went 
on to build 
another 
after the 
Caravan 
Act was 
repealed 
in 1994.

’ _ T other groups 
have come 
to Hackney and 
there is now a significant 
population living in the 
borough comprised mostly 
of Irish travellers and

It is estimated that there 
are about 600-800 gypsies 
and travellers living in 
Hackney, including around 
300 children.

housing throughout 
the borough. 

In recognition of the 
marginalisation facing 
gypsies and travellers, a 
number of services have 
been provided in the 
borough by Hackney 
Homes, The Learning 
Trust, NHS, and the 
London Gypsy and 
Traveller Unit. 

These agencies provide 
advice and support, and 
work with the community 
to ensure its voice is heard. 

The Council also offers 
advice and advocacy on 
a range of issues, and 
provides a link into the 


community for other 
agencies, playing an 
important role in raising 
cultural awareness of 
gypsies and travellers 
and the issues that the 
community faces.

IN January, the Council 
invited residents, 
service users and other 
stakeholders to have their 
say on the development of 
its equality objectives.

The Council therefore 
asked residents if its draft 
objectives reflected the 
needs and concerns of 
people who live and 
work in Hackney.
